Aslde from any political consid-

tion, as the house has done. The
presgident has cut down many recom-
mended appropriations, saving mil-
lions to the government, bul under a
definite budget plan much more good
could be accomplished.

And now comes the American
farmer and again challenges the won-
der of the world with his crops.
